The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law 

As a prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks’ supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies arc 
sufficient for more than two weeks. 


This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
buying of sugar. 

Ration coupons will not he used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekeeper has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 
continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against any 

increase in price. 

The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 
loyal support of the people. Any consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but la alto 
a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 

Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future. This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 

As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 
suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds. 

Summary of Sugar Rationing Regulations 


Xm The ration is 3 4 pounds per person per week, 
including adults, children and infants, members of the 
family, boarders, servants, and guests who remain for 
four days or more. 

2. Purchase your sugar in the ordinary way, but not 
more than two weeks’ supply at a time. No coupons, 
stamps or tickers are required. 

3. Do not purchase any sugar if you have two weeks’ 
or more supply on hand. 

4. Persons in remote areas who are not able to buy 
every week or two weeks may continue to buy more 
than two weeks’ supply at a time, but should measure 
their consumption at the ration rate, namely % pounds 
per person per week. 

5. Lumber camps and other firms providing board 
for their employees must see that consumption is 
restricted to 3 4 pounds per week per person, effective 
immediately. 


6. Economize on sugar in every way you can; some 
people can get along on less than the ration. Persons 
dining in hotels, restaurants, etc., are expected to 
restrict their sugar consumption. 

7m Additional supplies of sugar will be made available 
for home preserving and canning. 

8. The restriction applies only to cane and beet 
sugars of all kinds-granulated sugar, icing sugar, fruit 
sugar, brown sugar, raw sugar, etc. 

9. Industrial users of sugar, hospitals and ocher 
institutions, hotels and restaurants, will be advised by 
the Sugar Administrator how the sugar rwtricuoos 
will affect them. 

10. Retailers are entitled to refuse sale or to limit 
sales to any person they have reason to believe is 
attempting to disregard this law. 


Vigorous steps will be taken to punish wilful infractions 
of the law. The penalties provided arc imprisonment 
for as long as two years and a fine up to $8,000

8eed treatment Is Insurance and, 
like all Insurance, costs something. 
We are all obliged to decide whether 
It pays to Insure our buildings, cars, 
lives or crops, and if we decide that 
In the long run we shall gain by 
carrying the risks ourselves, we don’t 
Insure. 

So It is with seed treatment ex¬ 
cept that sometimes we can be 
almost certain that treatment will 
save money. If, in 1941, we had smut 
In oats, covered smut in barley, or 
stinking smut (bunt) In wheat, there 
Is no argument—we should treat. 

In Alberta, plant pathologists have 
agreed to recommend treatment of 
cereal seed with an organic mercury 
dust as a regular practice. In Mani¬ 
toba crop districts 3, 4, 6, 9 and 10, 
farmers using their own wheat seed 
are advised to treat with Ceresan 
or Leytosan due to the prevalence of 
root-rotting and leaf-spotting fungi. 
Elsewhere In Manitoba and in Sas¬ 
katchewan. farmers must make the 
decision for themselves. 

The Associated Laboratory Ser¬ 
vices, with laboratories in Saskatoon, 
have undertaken to examine seed 
samples and to advise for or against 
treatment. This is, undoubtedly, a 
good test. But, though treatment 
may have been considered unneces¬ 
sary last year, this does not mean 
that It need not be done this year. 
Also. If one fanner is advised not to 
treat, his neighbors should on no 
account assume that they would get 
the same advice.

WARTIME WAGE 
CONTROL INSTITUTIONS 


the National War Labour 
Hoard has issued instructions to 
Canadian employers and employ¬ 
ees in.regard to the Wartime 
Wages and Cost of Living Bon¬ 
us Order (P.C. 8253). 

As detailed in the advertise¬ 
ment which appeared in last 
week’s issue, these instructions 
define what aie national indus¬ 
tries falling within the scope oi 1 
the National War Labor Boaa 
at Ottawa, and those that come 
within the jurisdiction ol pro¬ 
vincial, or Regional War Labor 
Boards. 

Since wage control, together 
with price control, have become 
integral parts of Canada’s war¬ 
time design for living, the Na¬ 
tional War Labour Board has 
considered it necessary to de¬ 
marcate, for the purposes o'J the 
administration of the Order, the 
respective jurisdictions of the 

0 nc.l and Regional Boards.
